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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention 
claims a hard disk drive having a specific structure including plural dick portions, write element 
and a controller for write current or kick amplitude and also a chip for a hard disk drive and logic 
element. The closest prior art references that relate to the claimed invention are Takahashi'053, 
Simozato'534, Codilian'577, Chan'599, Madsen'500, Ahlert'212 and Card'200. The closest prior 
art teaches that it is known in the art to make and use hard disk drives. However, the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest the instant invention wherein the write current or kick amplitude 
for each head for each disk portions is established so overwrite signal-to-noise ratio may be 
within a desired range.
